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“74 HE Triumphs of the City being now paft 
mez by, they drew after them the Mobility to 
our fafe deliverance, my Friend and I c ing 
ing as faft toa Poft, as a Bear to aragged Staff, 
to avoid being carry’d away by the refiftlefs 
Torrent ofthe Rabble; which if we had quit- 
a4 ted our hold, would have inevitably happen’d, 
“ts tothe farther bruifing of our Ribs,and the great 
im ae Ne EN, pennance of our Toes ; but on the contrary find« 
ERR INS SF ae NE Hy ing our felves as fafe as a Politick Prince in the 
Rear of an Engagement, we began toconfider 

in what new Adventure we fhould {pend the remainder of the Day; and 
at laft I remembred, I had oftentimes in the Countrey heard wonders 
ful Tales and Tidings from Hig/ers,Hawkers, Carriers,Drovers, and fuch like 
Hobbadeboodies, of feveral four-footed Barbarian Kings, with many of their 
Ravenous Subjects, who had for divers years been kept clofe Prifoners 
in his Majefties Palace and Prifon, the Tower of London; till their 
Hair was grown fo long, it hung over their Eyes, like the Fore-top of 
a Parfons Mare, that goes fix days to Plow, and the feventh to Charch ; 
and till their Nailes were improv’d to fuch a terrible Extention, that 
the Keepers, by Relation, might as well venture to take a Bear by the 
Tooth, as to come withinthe reach of ’em, for fear they fhould be worfe 
Scratch’d, then ever was poor Witch by her Languifhing Sufferer, to 
diffolve the Charm. The fundry reports of thefeamazing Objects, together 
with many other Enticing Rarities, to be vifited at a {mall expence within 
the Ancient Battlements of this Renown’d Citadel, which I had receiv’d 
from the Magnifying Mouths of fome Boobily Bumpkins, who had 
ftolen fo much time from their Waggons and Hay-Carts, as to be Specta- 
tors of thefe furprizing Curiofities; had begot in me fuch an earneft Defire 
of beholding thefe Forreign Monfters,and Domeftick Engines of Deftructi-. 
on, with Crowns, Scepters,and many other Pompous K,wick-Knacks, worth, 
any great Mans Coveting, who prefers Grandure before Eafe, and Riches, 
before Safety ; infomuch that having prevail’d with my Friend, to Con- 


cur with my Propofal, we determin’d to ftecr our Courfe quae We 
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pipes, we were aflur’d the Bears were not far off; we thought, our felves 
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ftately Magazine, and {pend a little time in Viewing the Martial Fuu- 
niture of that famous Garifon, which StatessMen Dread, and the Coim- 
mon People Admire. 


Having fo lately efcap’d from the Punifhment ofa Crowd, we were 
very Cautious how we relaps’d into the fame Condition; for my Lord 
Mayors Show being paft over, the Mob began to divide their Main Body 
into diftin& Parties, a Divifion attending each feveral Company to their 
proper Hall, gazing at the Grave Noddies, who being perplex’d with 
either Horns, Corns, Gout, Stone or Gravel, hobbled after their Hoitboys, 
like the Great old Dons of the Law, when they Dance the Meafures 
in an Inas-of-Court-Hall upon the firft Day of Chriffmas. But we having 
hitherto very luckily avoided any Dirty Remembrances of the Rabble’s 
Civility, notwithftanding we had been carelefsly drawn into fuch ill 
Company, which has been many a brave Mans Ruin, yet we (be thanked) 
recover’d Our Freedom from their unlucky Hands without Damage 
but were fo fearful of falling a fecond time into their Clutches, that when 
ever we heard the Waites, Drums, or Trumpets, behind us,-we ftarted 
forward with as much dread, as a couple of Church Mice would do 
from the Diapafon of Pad?’s Organ, for where-ever we heard the Bag- 


not free from the danger of fome Abufe, till we got thro” Leaden-Hall 


‘Market into fome of the back Lanes, for the Great Streets were the 


Channel. of the Mob, who were very careful,as they. mov’d along, to 


‘Ymprove every handful of Dirt they could rake up to the prejudice of 


fome body, or other. Crying, All Fair, No-body, No-body; as they do in 
Frofty weather, when they break Windows at Foot-ball; the Perfon 
Injur’d having nothing elfe to do, but to bear his Wrong with much 
Patience; for Apprehenfion or Reprehenfion, will make ’em double the 
Mifchief. We found litttle worth our Obfervation as we pafs’d along, 
but many Merchants Houfes as ftately as Princes Palaces, and ’tis repore 
ted by fuch who have the Opportunity of being Judges of their inward 
Hofpitality, thae their Houfe-keeping within, is anfwerable to their out- 
ward Grandure; which if it be, it’s enough to make our Nobility Bluth, 
to fee themfelves out-done, in that Commendable Liberality, wherein 
the Honour and Splendor of a Great and Rich Man is moft Magni- 
ficently Vifible: Three or four of Qualities Coaches at one Door, two 
or three Chairs at another, as if the Courtiers were come into the City 
to Kifs the Merchants Wives, and borrow Money of their Husbands ; 
an old Gaine that has oft been Plaid, and will never be out of Fafhion 
whilft the City’s Richer than the Conrt. . 


When we came upon the Hill, the firft Obje& that more particularly: 
affe&ted us, was that Emblem of Deftrudtion, the Scaffold, from whence 
Greatnefs, when too Late, has oft beheld the Happinefs and Security of 
Lower Stations; reflecting with a deep Concern on the fuddain Pro 
{perity and reftlefs Ambition which had brought ’em to that Fate, 
which the Contentment under a moderate Fortune, and a private Life, 
might have happily prevented; for he that fits too high in the favour: 
of his Prince, is liable to be deliver’d up, upon Publick Diforders, as 
a Sacrifice to appeafe the Fury of the People; and he that Labours for: 
a Popular Efteem, is always look’d upon by his Prince, to be a dangerous 
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Subje&, fo that according to Phebus’s Cautionto his Son Phaeton,’ cis fafeft, 
to {teer the Courfe of our Lives in a middle Station. 


At a little diftance from this Memezto Mori,ftood a very ragged Indigent 
Prophet, delivering witha thin pair of Jaws, a Shock-doggifh-Beard, and 
a devout Countenance, the Doctrine of Charity, with a much Larger Cons 
gregation round him, than I have feen at Church, giving as ferious Atten- 
tion-to their Mendicant Shepherd, as if every liftening Member according 
to his Condition, defign’d to Contribute fomething towards the Relief of 
their Diftreffed LeCturer but before he had come tohis Ufeand Application, 
a Blind Fellow, who had for many Years been one of the Hill Penfioners, 
takes up his Stand at a little Diftance, and out of a Budget, which had as 
many Partitionsas an old Countrey Cupboard, for his Silver, Farthings, fhore 
Pipes, Tobacco, and Bread and Cheefe, &c. He pulls out acouple of little 
Flutes, claps one to each Corner of his Mouth, and with his Melodious 
Roundela’s,drew off all the Audience from Charity’s poor Chaplain, leaving 
the Ubiquitarian Difciple in. a wonderful Indignation; Calling after 
em as they mov’d off, in this manner, Beloved, pray Beloved, fray a little, 
I am juft a going to Conclude. Alas, alas, what a wiched Age do we live in, 
when Men {hall forfake the Word of the Gofpel, to follow a hobling Guide, 
and prefer the Tootings of a Blind Piper, before the Delightful Mufick of Sal~ 
vation. But away went all the People, notwithftanding his reproof, to 
tickle their Ears with the Harmony of their dark Mufician. The expeétan- 
cy of the Paultry, inftead of Spiritual Paftor, being quite Baulk’d the 
Multitude being drawn off without fhowing him one Example of their 
Charity amongft ’em all, he march’d Mumbling away in a great Fury 
with his Flock; Saying, juft as he pafs’d by us, They were a Wicked 
Congregation that deferved to be Cursd, and he would Pronounce an Anathema 
againft em: And looking over his Shoulder towards the People, breath’d 
out this Comical Execration, viz. Iwifb your Ears were full -f Birdlime, 
your Eyes fall of Cats-pifs, and your Months full of Sir-reverence, shat you 
mizht all be Deaf, Dumb, and Blind, every time you fland to hear that 
Blind Hedg-bird Whiftle, when you may ble{s your Ears with 4 good Sermon: 
And having thus expre{s’d himfelf, away he Rambled. 


From thence we went into the firft Gate of the Tower, where a par- 
cel of Lazy Red-coates were Loitering about, like fo many Lord-Mayors 
Ball-Dogs at the Poultry-Compter. We were no {voner paft the firft Sentinel, 
but right before us, againft the front of a little Houfe, hung a ftrange 
fort of a Picture. My Friend ask’d me, what I thought it reprefented, 
or whether I hadever feen any Creature that was like it? ‘To me it feem’d 
to be the Picture of fome Rugged-Fac’d Mans Head, and after I had 
Compar’d it,,in my Thoughts, to every Body I {could recolleét, and all 
the Idea’s I could form; I thought by its flat Nofe, and Ill-favour’d 
Countenance, it was the likeft the Unborn Doétor, the feventh Son of 
the feventh Son, in More-fields, of any thing that I ever faw in my Life. My 
Friend {milling at the Odnefs of my Fancy, undeceiv’d me, by telling me, 
’rwas a Lyon’s Head, hung out as a means to inform Strangers that 
comes to fee the Tower, that There is the Royal Palace, where the 
King of Beafts keeps his Court, and may every day, at a proper diftance, 
be feenat Dinner without danger; tho’, like the Czar of Mufcovey, if a 
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flare at him too near, he'll be apt todo youa Mifchief. This, fayshe, 
being, the. firft fight, let us take it in it’s Turn, and then you'll be better 
Satisfied. 2 aa 


Accordingly. we went in, where the Yard {melt as Frowzily, as a 
Dowe-houfe, ot a Pog-Kenael: In their Separate Apartments, were four of 
their Stern affrightning Catfhips, one with a Whelp Prefented to his 
prefent Majefty, of which the Dam was as Fond, asan old Maid when 
Married is of her firft Child; One Couchant, another Dormant, a Third 
Paffant Guardant, a Fourth, very fierce, wis Rampant, being a 
Lyonefs, and was as Angry when we Spoke to her, as a -Milk-Maid, 
when you cry, Wo Ball; fhe put out her Paw to me, which was tipp’d 
with fuch Hl-favour’d fort of Pruning Hook’s, that fooner than fhe 
fhould have fhaken me by the Hand, I would have chofe tohave taken 
Old-Nick by his Cloven-foot, and fhould have thought my felf in lefs dan- 
ser. One of the Keepers Servants, whilft he’ was fhowing us his Uns 
ruly Prifoners, entertain’d us with acouple of remarkable Stories, which 
becaufe the 7ragedy of the one, will render ‘an Efeape in the other Sto4 
ry the more Providential; I fhall proceed to give ’emtheto Reader in 
their proper Places, v#z. That a Maid fome years ago, being a Servant 
to the Keeper, anda bold Spirited Wench, took Pleafure now and then, 
to help feed the Lyon’s, and Imprudently believing the Gratitude of 
the Beafts would not fuffer them to hurt her, fhe would venture fome- 
times with extraordinaty Caution, to be a little more familiar with them 
than fhe ought to be; at laft either Carclefly or Pretumptuoufly ven- 
tur’?d too near their Dens, and one of the Lyon’s Catch’d hold of her 
Arm, aad Tore it quite off at the Shoulder, after a moft Lamentable 
manner before any Body could come to her Affiftance, killing her with 
a Gripe before he would loofe her from his Tallons, till fhe was made 
a miferable Object of her own Folly, the Lyons Fury, and the Worlds 
Pity. 


» his Story he fucceeded with another, wherein was fhown as mira 
cufous 2 Prefervation of himfelf, contrary to the Cruelty the Lyon had 
before us’d to liis unhappy fellow Servant, which he deliver’d after this 
following manner, vz. *Lis our Cuftom, fays he, when we clean the Lyons 
Dens, to drive ’em down over Night thro? a Trap-Door into a lower 
Conveniency in order to rife early in the Morning, and refrelh their 
Day+ Appartments, by clearing away their Filth and Naftine[s; and havin 
thro Mijtake, avd not Forgetfulne/s, left one of the Trap- Doors Unbolted, which 
tire’ an Over fight I thought: I had carefully fecured, I came down in the Mor- 
ning before Daylight, with my Candle and Lanthorn faftewd before me, toa 
Button, with my Implements in my Hands, to difpatch my Bufinefs as was 
tual, and going Carelefly up into one of the Dens, into which a Dyon had returwd 
thro’ the ‘Lrap-Door, and lay Coachant in a Corner with his Head towards me, 
the fuddain Juxprize of this terrible Sight, brought me under Juch dreadful ap- 
prehenfions of the danger I was in, that I flood fix’d like a Statue, without the 
Power of Motion, with my Eyes ftedfajtly upon the Lyon, and his likewife 
spon me; I expected nothing bat to be Lore to Pieces every Moment, and 
was fearful to attempt one Step back, lefé my Endeavour to foun him, might 
have made him the more Eager to have halten’d my Deftruction; at laff he 
rouxd bimfelf, as I thought, in order to make a Breakfaft of mes yet, by the 
alfiftance 
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affiftance of Providence, had the Prefexceof Mind to keep fready in mpPofture, for 
the reafons aforemention a ; he mov'd towards me without expreffing in. bis Carrkdge 
either Greedinefs or Anger, but on the contrary Wag’d his Tails, fignd{ying 
nothing but Friend{bip in his fawning Behaviour , and after he had ftard 
me a little time in the Face, he raifes. himfelf upoalis two Hindmoft feer, and 
laying ‘his, two Fore Paws. upon my Shoulders, without burting me, fell to licking 
my Face, as a further Inftance of his Gratitude for my feeding him, as I after- 
ward’ Conjectur’d, tho’ then I expected every minute whea he would have firippd 
amy Skin over my Ears, as a Poulterer does a Rabbits, and have crack’d my 
Head between his Teeth, as a Monkey does a Small-Nut.. His Tongue was 
Jo very rough, that with the few Favourite Kiffes he gave me, it made my 
Cheeks almoft as raw as a Pork Griskin, which Iwas very glad to take all 
in good. Part, without. a bit of Grumbling: And when be had thus faluted me, 
and given me his fort of Welcome to his Den, be reiurn’d to his Place, 
and lay down, doing me no further Damage, which unexpected Deliverance hi- 
thereto, occafion’d me to, take Courage, that I flank, back by degrees, till 1 re- 
cover" the Trap-door, thro which I “Jump'd, and placking it after me, thus 
bappids thro? an efpecial Providence, efcap'd the. Fury of fo Dangerous 
veatur? | 


The under Keeper having thus ended his: Stories, we proceeded to 
our further view of thefe Bee/zebub’s Blood-hounds, or Lap-dogs for a fhe- 
Devil. Two of them being Dead, and their Skins Stuit, one of them 
having been King Charles’s Lyon, but had no more the fiercenefs in his 
Looks, that he had when he was Living, than the Effigies of his Good 
Matter at Wejtminfler, has the, Prefence of the Original; the other that 
“was ftuft, was faid to be Queen Mary’s, but made fuch a Drooping figute 
with his falfe Intrals, that ic brought into my Mird an Old Proverb, 
with which I could not but agree, That a Living Dog is better than a 
Dead Lyon. 


The next Il] Favour’d Creatures that were prefented to our Sight, 
were acouple of pretty looking Hel-Cats cal?d a Tyger and a Cat of 
Mountain, whofe fierce penetrating Eyes pierc’d thro’ my very Belly, to 
the fad Griping of my Guts, as if Bajfilisk-like, they could Kill ata 
‘diftance. 


In another Apartment, or Ward, for the conveniency of drawing a 
‘Penny more out of the Pocket. of the Spectator, are plac’d thefe fol- 
Jowing Animals; Firft,a Leopard, who is grown as Cunning as a crofs 
Bedlamite that loves not to be look’d at; for as he will be apt to Sa- 
lute you with a Bowl of ftinking Chamber-lye, fo will the Leopard if 
you come near him, ftare in your Face and Pifs upon you, his Urine 
being as hotas Agwa-fortis, and ftinks worfe than a Pole-Cat’s. ‘The next 
Creatures we obferved were three Hawk-Nos’d Gentlemen call’d Eagles : 
One Black, and another in Second Mourning, a Third with a bald pate 
as if he had been pulling a Crow, with his Two Comrades, and like 
unmerciful Enemies they had peck’d all the Feathers off his Crown, 
and left it as bare as a Birds Arfe. Next to thefe were a couple of 
out Landifh Owles, whofe Mouths lay under their beaks like an Old Citi 
zens under his Nofe, who has rotted out his Teeth, with Eating Cuftard, 
at the Lord-Mayors Feafts. ThefeOw/es, befides Byes as big as the a 2 
es 
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fes of a Convex-Lamp, had each of them Long Ears that grew like 


- Horns, under which they look’d as venerably grave as a couple of A- 
ged Aldermen. | 


The next part of the Show recommended :to our Notice, were 
two preternatural Objects, being a Dog and Cat, Pupp’d and Kitten’d 
bur with two Legs each: The former having a Bump. upon his Head, 
which in derifion to our high Crown’d Ladies, they are pleas’d to call a 
Top-knot. Prithee Friend, faid I, tothe Man that fhow’d ’em, what is it 
that you value thofe imperfect Vermin for? There’s but lictle Satisfa€ti- 
on, I fhould think, in the Sight of fuch Ill-favour’d Monfters: Sir, 
fays the Fellow, whether you know it or no, thefe Vermin, as you are pleas’d 
to call them, are as bighly Prizd, and as well look’d after as any. Creatures 

inthe Yard. But pray Friend, faid I, for what reafon are they fo Efteem’d ? 
Why, Sir, fays he, Becaufe they have but half their Number of Legs. ‘To 
which I anfwer’d, If that be all the reafon, methinks they fhould take 
as much care to feed the Poor Humane Cripples, who were born with 
all their Legs, and have loft one half in the Nations Service, and are 
forc’d to feek their Bread where they can find it; I believe I fee 
Twenty Begging upon the Hill as I came hither. Ab Siér, fays the 
Fellow, but they are no Rarities: Were it as uncommon a thing to fee « 
Soldier, or a Sailer with but one Lez, as ’tis to fee a Dog, or « Cat with 


Two, no queftion but they would Live as well, and be as much taken Notice 
on as thefe are. 


From thence we were remov’d into another Divifion, to fee that al- 
luring Creature fo much talk’d on by the Old Poets call’d,The Hyexa, which, 
as they report, hasthe Voice of a Man, and coming near a Cottage, 
would cry out like a Travelour in fome diftrefs, by which means he 
decoys the Shepherds out of their Houfes, and afterwards, devours 


em; which whether it be Truth or Fiction, I could fee nothing in 
the Creature to Determine. 


_ Having thus paid Homage to the Kings of the Quadrupedes, and the 
Lofty Monarch of the Feather’d Kind, whofe Ambition when at Li- 
berty makes him Soar above all Terreftiai Beings. We mov’d forward 
to the fecond Gate, wherea parcel of Bulky Warders, in old Fafhion’d 
Lac’d Jackets, and in Velvet Flat-Caps, hung round with divers colour’d 
- Ribbonds, like a Fools Hat upon a Holiday, look’d as fierce asa File 

of Artillery Ale-drapers in Buff, when they are going to Befiege a Dung- 
hill in Bazhill-fields, and play at Souldiers one againft another, to pleafe 
the Rabble. We had no fooner made a Nimbler ftep than ordinary, be- 
yond the Port-Cullis; as Cautious Citizens do by the Mozument, for 
fear it fhould Tumble upon their Heads, but one ofthefe brawny Beeff- 
andePudding-Eating-“fanizaries demanded, like a bufie Conftable at Mid- 
night, whither we were going? Thought I, we are no fooner come 
from his Majefties Lion’s, but we are fallen into the Clutches of his 
Bears; but did not dare to tell ’em fo, for fear the Bloody Colour’d Ani- 
mals Would have fallen into a paffion with me, and have fpoil’d our 
Sight ; but inftead ofthat, inform’d ’em like an honeft Te//-troth, our real 
bufinefs: They told us we could not be admitted to gratifie our de- 
fires without we took a Warder with us; which we found we were 
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forc’d to confent to, or retutn back without the Satisfa@ion we pro- 
pos’d. Upon which we order’d him to attend us, and had the honout 
of walking up and down the J ower, as greagas a Lord committed for 
Sufpicion of High-Treafon. 


The Firft thing we obferv’d, when we were paft the Gate, was a 
great Brafs Gan painted over, of a Copper Colour; fure thought J 
this was not done in a Jeft, to let Folks who come in here fee that 
Guns, like Bells, are as great Turncoats as thofe that’ command ’em) 
meaning Parfons and Officers ; for the one will Roar, the other Rixg, the 
Third Preach, and the Fourth Fight, for any Power that’s uppermoft* 
And ’tis verily believ’d by all people who have any Regard for that 
prevailing Principle, Interef’, that they are all inthe right © on’t. . 


The next place that fell in its Turn within our Notice, was the 
T raitors-Gate, where the fall of the Moat-Waters or the ‘Cataracts on 
each fide, made fo terrible a noife, that its enough to fright a Prifoner 
that lodges wirhin the hearing -on’r, out of the World before his cime 
of Execution: the Paffage being fortified by a parcel of Iron-Guns, which 
to me that underftood ’em not, feem’d as old and as rufty as the hin- 
ges of the Gates of Babylon; but were, no doubt on’t, in a good con 
dition of giving a Sufficient Repulfe to any Enemy that fhould attempt 
a violent Entrance. 


We were from thence conduéted thro” another Gate, upon an Afcent 
as {teep as Holbourn-hill, tho’ not fo often dangerous ; on the right hand of 
which ftood a itately Square ftone Fabrick, diftinguifh’d by the Name 
of Julius Cafar’s Tower ; but muft needs be as dark within fide, as a Cour 
try Bee-hive, having but one Door, and nevera Window that I could fee, 
only a litle S$“ or Two, no bigger than the Mouth ofa Chriftmas-Box, 
in proportion to its vaft-body ; made fo very clofe, as I conceive, to keep 
Fire and Gunpowder at their proper diftance; left by an unhappy Cone 
junction of both, it fhoula fend more Stones into the City, than the Shop» 
keepers Wives, notwithftanding their prefent want, would know how to 
‘make good ufe of. 


The next remarkable Place we came to, was the Charch, whofe Rug- 
ged Out-fide appear’d with fuch Antiquity, that I dare engage the 
External Wall was far more reverencd by the True-Blew Proteftant 
Foot-Guards, then all that could be heard or feen within-fide. : 


A little beyond this Holy Clofet of a Church, ftood the famous Ar 
‘mory, now plac’d under a new and modifh Name of Arfena/, of which 
T hed heard fuch a General Applaufe, that I was particularly defirous 
of obliging my Curiofity with this Martial Entertainment ; and ac- 
cordingly order’d our Burly Guide to condu& us thither; who purfi- 
ant to our. requeft, ufher’d us up a ftately Stair-cafe, where at thé 
‘Corner of every Lobby, and turning of the Stairs, ftood a Wooden-Gra- 
wadier as Sentinel, painted in his proper Colours, cut otit with as much 
exactnefs upon Board, as the Good Houfew:fé’s with their Brooms, very u- 
fually fet up in great Families, as good Examples for Servant’Wenches, 
to make ’em mindful of their Cleanlinefs; but tho there were “* 
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Tal Figures, yet the Painter, thro’ the narrownefs of his Fancy, had 

made their Poftures, and their Faces fo exaétly alike, that it would be 

as hard for a Moor-fields Doctor, who Judges Diftempers by Urine, 

totell Mares Pifs from Maids Water, as it would be to diftinguifh one - 
from the other, were they not differently pofted. When we came 

to the Topof the Staires, we were faluted, as I fuppofe, with twooor 

three of the Armorers Subjtitutes; one amongft the reft, who I ima- 

gine was elteem’d as their principal Orator, advance’d before us, Cap 

in hand, with as much Ceremony as a Daacing-mafter ufhers the Pa- 

rents of his Pxpi/s into the School upon a Balleday; beginning to tell 

us at our Entrance with an Audible Voice, the fignification of thofe 

Figures which firft prefented.to our view; having every thing as 

ready at his Fingers ends, as the Fellow that shows the Tombs at 

Wejiminfter, or as a Savoy Vagabond has the explanation of his Reree-Show : 

The firit Figure atour coming in, that moft affected the Eye, by reafon of 

its bignefs, was a Long Range of Muskets and Carbines, that run the 

length of the Armory, which was diftinguifh’d by a Wildernefs of Arms, 

whofe Locks and Barrels were kept in that admirable Order, that they 

fhone as bright as a Good houfewifes Spits and Pewter in the Chriftmase 

Holidays ; on each fide of which were Piffols, Baggonets, Simiters, Hangers, 

Cutlacses, and the like, Configurated into Shetlds, Triumphal-Arches, Gates, 
Pillafters, Scollopfbells, Mullets, Fans, Snakes, Serpents, Sun Beams, Gorgon’s 
Flead, the Waves of the Ocean, Stars and Garter, and in the middle of all, 
Pillars of Pikes, and turd Pillars of Pijtols; and at the end of the W%/- 
dernejs, fire Arms plac’d in the Order of a great Organ: This, fays my 
Friend, is a kind of an Allegorical Emblem of a Wolf in Sheeps Clo- 

thing ; for thefe Engines of Deftruction, never plaid on to any purpofe 

but in Wars, whofe harfh and threatning founds Proclaim nothing but 
Wounds, Death, Difcord,.and Defolation; to have their Mifchiveous. 
Applications Difguis’d under the Form and Figure of a Majical Inftru- 
ment, which breathes forth nothing but Peace, Innocence, Delight, and 
Harmony, is like putting the Devil into a Canonical Robe, or, as I faid 
before, a Wolf into Sheeps Clothing. 

The next thing that our Expofitor recommended toour particular No- 
tice, were Sit William Perkins’s Arms, taken under Ground at his Country- 
Houfe, as our Voucher told us, Pointing more efpecially to Sir Williaw’s 
own Carbine and Piftols, of which he made fuch a terrible Story, that 
it would have frighted a Country Fellow. from looking at ’em ; telling 
usthey were ferew'd Barrels, Heptagonically bored. Why Friend,faid I,thou 
talkeft as if chou Underftandeft Greek ; Prithee what is the meaning of that 
word Heptagonically, Ob Sir, fays he, it means a Barrel that will mould a 
Bullet into a Slug | don’t kitow how many times Square, and will Kill as many Men 
again, and fix times asfar,as an ordinary round Barrel of the fame Bigne/s. We 
could not forbear Smiling at-our Interpreter’s Ignorance (who we 
expected would have told us the Barrel confifted of Sevew fides) an- 
{wering him according to his Folly, and feem’d to be well fatisfied with 
the account he gave us. Over the top of this Range of Treafonable Im- 
plements, was plac’d a little Brafs Blaaderbufs, upon which he fix’d 
his Eyes, turning up the Whites like a Good Chriftian at Prayers, fha- 
king of his Head about half'a dozen Times, like a forrowful Father 
about toreprove his Gracelels. Progeny, and then plucking one of his 
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Hands out of his Dutch Gloves, he pointed to it with a trembling 
Finger, and began to Open upon the Subject after this manner; That 
Blundzrou]s, fays he, mwas defign’d by the bloody Affeffinators to have kilPd 
the King, which God of hit great Goodne[s hath moft happily prevented, bring- 
ing the Bloody Confpirators to condigne Punifbment, and their Trayterous 
Weapons into the Power of that Glorious Prince whofe Life they fo bafely 
fought ; which are here (bleffed be Providence) hung up in bis Armory, as 4 
perpetual Memorandum of lis Majeflies efcape from the Hands of his Popifb 
Enemies, to Gods great Glory, Keng Williams Safety, and Englands Hap- 


pines. 


Our Little Holder-forth having done his Blundering Lecture upon the 
King-killing Blunderbufs, we remov’d from thence to another ftand, where 
he fhou’d us a parcel of Dutch Fire-Locks, with which the King landed 
at his firft Coming to Exgland, which was carry’d,I fuppofe by the Moxfters 
of Men in Bears-Skins with Sarazens- Heads, Long Beards, and terrible Coun- 
tenances,the report of which fo frighten’d the Citizens of London and their 
Wives, that they were in as greata Confternation, as at the Midnight cry 
of the Coming of the Cat-throat-lrifh. : 


Having thus taken a fhort view of the moft renown’d Armory in 
Chrifiendom, according to the Report of thofe who are far better Jud- 
ges than my felf, we return’d down Stairs with our Warder, who 
waited at the door to fave his Legs, whilft we feafted our Eyes with 
that glittering fight, which was to him no Novelty: When we had

Will you buy any Cloaths ; fo the other, after the fame manner, and in 
much the fame dialect, Whether you will fee the Crown, the whole Regalia, 
or the Kings Marching Train of Artillery. | 


My Friend and I, confidering the Marching Train of Aréillery con- 
fifted of Great Guns, enough of which might be feen about the Tower 
without paying © for’r, made us think it fcarce worth while to fpend 
our Time and our Money to take a fight of thofe Threatning Pot- 
guns of Deftruétion, fince all. that could be faid of them, if we had 
{een ’em, was, They colt the Nation a great deal of Money, were able to 
beat down Walls, would give a Devilifh Bounce, and knock a Man 
on the Head at a great diftance; fo we agreed to pafs by thefe, and 
adjourn to the Horfe-Armory, ‘whither we order’d our Guide to 
Conduct us accordingly. When we came tothe Door, there ftood read 
to receive us two or three Smug-fac’d Vulcans, who were as Amiable 
in Complexion, as if, to make themfelves. Infernal Beaus, they had 
| oo | powder’s 
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powder’d their frizled Locks with Lamp black ; and Beautified their Phy- 
fiognomiés with Kennel-water, the Lines of their Faces being fo pounc’d 
with Dirt, that, from the Shoulders upwards, they look’d like. fo many 
Anticks heads inan Ale-houfe- Box, drawn in Charcoal by a Drunken Pain- 
ter. After our Guide, who look’d in his Warders Robes, as if he had been: 
cut out of a J apeftry-Hanzing, had given a Caution to the Smutty In-' 
terpreter of this Raree-Show, to tell us with deliberation the Namesof 
his glitering Troop of Superficial Heroes, the Spokes-man introduc’d 
us amone{t the Monumental Shells of our Deceas’d Princes, which on- 
ly by the Induftry of common Hands fhin’d Bright in Memory of 
thofe that wore ’em., As we gently moved along, and view’d the 
Princely Scare-crowes, he told us to whom each Suit of Armour did 
belong Originaliy, adding fome fhore Memorandums out of Hiftory to c- 
very empty Iron-fides. Some True, fome Falfe, Supplying that with 
Invention which he wanted in Memory. He now and then endea- 
vour’d to’bréak a Jeft to divert his Cuftomers, but did it fo like an 
Trifbman, that I had’much ado to forbear telling the Fellow what a 
Fool he was in endeavouring to be Witty. In-our Circular progrefs 
tound thefe Men of Metal, mounted on Wooden Horfes, we came to 
the Armour of Joh of Gaant, {fo famous for his Strength and Stature ; 
and indeed if his Coat of Defence was made fit for his Body, I believe he 
was as big asany of the Poetical Giants that Waged War againft Hea- 
ven: for on my Confcience a man may fpeak without Lying, that is 
I mean ftanding, that his Armour is near as big about, as the Trojan 
Hor fe, as you may guefs by his very Codpi/s, which was almoft as big 
as a Poop-Lanthorn, and better worth a Lewd Ladies. admiration, than 
any piece of Antiquity in the Tower. As we were thus amongit the 
Reliques of our Ancient Kings and Generals. I could not forbear re- 
ficcting on fome Appearances before me, till I fancy’d my felf funk into 
Deatli’s Subteranean Territories, where the Fuft and Wicked, by the Im: 
partial Skeleton, are equally refpected. Nor could J, without concern, 
behold, Tyrants and ddartyrs, Conguerers and Cowards, Lawful Princes and 
Vjurpers, thine cqually bright by the Skill of an Armorer, in the Eyes 
of the Common People; when, if the Spots of Injur’d Blood were to 
ftain the Warlike Ornaments of fome who have long fince {pilt it, their 
Arms, which now look Bright, would appear of a Sanguine dye; and. 
record to Pofterity thofe Cruelties which ought never to be forgotten. 
Whilit I was thus making my felf uneafy with thefe Melancholy 
‘Thoughts, we were advanc’d to the Armour of Will. Sommers, the 
Jcfter, to which they had added an IIl-fayour’d Face, with Horns upon his 
Head,and upon his Nofe a pair of Spectacles ; on whichour Jocular Com- 
mentator was pleas’d thus merrily to defcant, This Figure, fays he, re- 
prefents that Drolling Gentlman Will. Sommers, who was fefter to Harry 
the Eighth, he had the misfortune, poor Gentleman, to be in the Condition 


mary an hoxeft Citizen even at this Day; That is, to have a very handfome 


Wife, who lov’d her Neighbours much better than her Husband, to which, 
like an bhoneft well-meaning contented Man, he would never give Credit, rho 
be had bee oft inform’d of her failings ; and becaufe he was fo blind, like ma- 
ny &@ poor Cuckold tn this Age, that he could not fee his Horns, which were 
Con|picuousto all ethers, he was prefented by a Nobleman who had kiffed bis 
Wife, mith a par of Spettacles, to help his Sight, by which he afterwards dif- 
cermdhis Cickoldom, which he bere wears as a Memorandom to others in the 
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fame Condition, to follow his Example. The next Subje&t he began to 
flourifh upon, was King Hezry the Eighth’s Codpiece, which was lin'd 
with Red, and hung Gaping, like a Turky Cocks Head when he crys Cob-' 
ble, or like a Maiden-head upon full Stretch, juft Contenting to be Ra- 
vill’d: This, fays he, is the Codpiece of that Great Prince who never fpar'd 
Woman ia bis Luft, or Man in lis Anger; and tn it to this Day remains 
this Virtue, That any Married Woman, tho? {be has for many Years been Bar- 
ron, if foe flicks but a Pin in this Member-Cafe, the next time {be ufes 
the proper means, let her but think of her Tower Pin-Cufbion, and {be need: 
not fear Conception. From thence we pafs’d by feveral Princes Armour, 
of which there was nothing deliver’d but a bare Name, till we had 
compleated our Round, and cameagain to the Door; where hung upon 
a Poft the Armoui of Kéng Some-body, made in the fafhion of a Petty-coar, 
in which, as our Dirty Oratour reported, he fometimes went a Mafque- 
rading, and when he had got fucha pretty Lady as he lik’d, ina Cor- 
ner, he us’d, fays he, to whip it up inthis manner, thrufting the Skirts 
all up in folds above the Belly, and under it appear’d a moft Princely 
Scepter with which he ruled the Women, and made ’em do homage 
upon their Backs when. ever he requir’d it. 


This being the Conclufion of this Warlike Opera, we paid our Money, 
and made our Exit; our Stuttering Preambulator, turning his Head over 
his Shoulder, as a Fox that has Stole a Goofe, ask’d us whether we 
would fee the Crownsor no? Marry, faid 1, Not I: Crowns are mighty things, 
that ought to be Reverencd at a diftance: I have heard many a Wife Man 
fay there’s danger in coming too near "em. Befides, if a Body fhould not make a 
Leg Handfomly, and Worfbip ’em as one fhould do; which a Country Clown, you 
know, can perform but awkwardly, they may think a Body ftiff-Neck’d, and take 
one for a Difaffected Perfon to the Government.  Prithee, fays my Friend, 
I thought you bad more Wit than to be affraid of a fine thing 5 why Prithee 
a Kings Crown is no Living Creature, it cannot bite thee. I know well enough, 
faid I, it is wot a Living Creature , no more is a Kings Writ ; yet, I have 
known it Gripe many a Man to his Ruin; therefore 1 tell you, I don’t Care 
to truft either any further than I cann’t help it: And Pll warrant you our 
Conductor can inform us as well, as if at our Expence we had gone our felves 
to fee em. Upon which my Friend ask’d Old Blaf-Facket what part 
of the Regalia, as he call’d it, was to be feen? Who told us there was 
the Royal Crown, and a new one made for the Coronation of the Late 
Queen Mary, and three others wore by his Majefty, with diftinct Robes, 
upon feveral Occafions; alfo the Salt, Spoons, Forks, and Cups, us’d at 
the Coronation ; which account we thought as Satisfactory from the Mouth 
of our Guide, as if our own Eyes were Witnefles of the matter, and 
fo Cozen’d the Keeper of them of our Eighteen-pence a piece; which we 
thought would ferve much better to Exhilerate our Souls, and Featt our 
Appetites, than to pleafe our Eyes, and fatisfie our Curiofities. 


Having thus taken a remafkable View of moft of the Tower-Rarities, 
in Refpeét to the Governour, we gave his Houfe the Right hand as 
we came out, and rewarded the Warder with one of his Majefties Pictures 

, in Silver, to his thorow Satisfa€tion, and fo departed.

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We now walk’d down upon the Wharf, where at the Entrance ftood 
fauch a parcel of Greenwich Water-dogs, that I thought they would have 
‘Tore us in pieces before we could have Elbow’d our way thro’ ’em. 
At laft, with much difficulty, Sower Looks, and Negative Anfwers, we 
happily clear’d our felves of thefe Frefh-Water-Sharks, and took a pleas 
fant Walk by the River fide, where great Guns lay drawn into their 
proper Order ready to declare the Will and Pleafure of that Great Mo- 
narch who alone Commands their Voices, and gives their Sound Interpre- 
tation to the common People; for tho’ the Loud-mouth’d Difputants 
have but the Utterance of one Monofyllable call’d Bounce ; yet does their 
Univerbal Language carry along with it fuch a Dint of Argument, that 
neither Logick, Rhetorick, or Philofophy, are able to withftand the force 
on’t: About the middle of the Wharf, was aStone Arch overthe Paffage 
to Traytors-Gate, where {tood a Sentinel, who I obferv’d, was very Care- 
ful no Body fhould lean upon it, or touch it, left their Elbows or their Fin- 
gers fhould wear away his Majefties Free-ftone; and to Pifs againft ir, 
was a Crimethat deferv’d Capping at leaft, except (like Swearing at a Pre- 
cifians Club) for every fuch offence you would forfeit Sixpence to the 
Sentinel ; fo that 1 found it was held much better by the Guards, that 
a Good Subject burits himfelf, than they lofe the Advantage of a ridi- 
culous and Shameful Cuftom, which oftentimes frights Fools out of their 
Money, and ferves Wifemen to Blufh at. 


We walk’d round the Tower, and came 2gain upon the Hill, where 
Mumpers, Soldiers, and Ballad-fingers, were as bufie at Chack-farthing 
and Huf/leCap, as fo many Rooks at a Gaming Ordinary, wrangling 
and Squabbling about the fowlnefs of their Play, like fo many knavifh 
Pettifoggers inthe Kyngs-Bench-Walks, about the unfairnefs of their pra- 
ice. Krom thence we rambled into a remote part of the Town, 
which my Friend told me was as much Incog#ito to many thoufands 
in London, as it wasto me beforeever I came into’t: There was as many 
turnings and windings in and out of every ftreet, as I believe could 
be contain’d in fair Rofamond’s Bower, and that which made me the 
more aftonifh’d was, we could walk by forty or fifty Houfes, and not 
fee an Ale-houte; which wasagreaterfign of a Sober Neighbourhood, 
than [ had obferved before, fince I came to Lozdon. As we were thus 
wandering carelefly about, on the other fide the way, we fawa Door 
very finely Painted, which allured us to crofs the Kennel, and give our 
Eyes the Satisfaction of taking a nearer view of what Mr. Paiater, as 
we thought, had put upat his door to ftand the cenfure of the Publick; 
but when we came over, we found according to our firft apprehenfion, 
fuch 2 parcel of ftrange Hieroglyphicks, that would havé puzzled an 
Ev;ptiaw Magi to have told the meaning of em. ‘There was a Goat and 
a Scorpion, a Fifb anda Centaur, a Ram and a Crab, and many other 
fuch-like Whims, at which we could not forbear Laughing. At laff, 
reficcting more ferioufly upon the Whim, we found it to be a Repre- 
fentation of the Twelve Signs; from whence we prefently concluded no 
{cis than an Eminent Conjarer, or fome ftrange foretelling Ssar-Peeper, 
could be Lord of that Houfe, whofe Door was fo glorioufly fet off with 
fuch a Number of Conftellations: As we were thus fpending our con- 
jectures upon that Inhabitants Profeffion, out comes a Figure at the 
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door with fuch’a malignant Afpe&, that.a great-belly’d Beggar woman, 
as She ask’d him for a farthing, turn’d her. head, I obferved, another 
way, for fear her looking in his Face might -cauie the Child to be like’ 
him; one Hye dook’d upwards. and the other downwands, as if he was 
Stargazing with one Eye, and minding his way with the other: What 
he was, we know not; bur whe Houfe. look’d as if a Conjurer tty’d in’t, 
and the Man look’d as it. he was bewitch’d. Iask’d my Briend the 
name of that Place, and he told me twas Prefcoteftreet.:. 


Pray, fays my Friend, take Notice of yonder Tavern, at the fign of 
the Green-Monfier, that Tavern, fays he, has ruin’d almoft.as many Vint- 
wevs as Sir Bafeqill-fieryeFace. I have known three. or) four break out 
on’t; whether for want of Trade, the .knavery_of the. Merchant, or 
mif-management, I know not: The firft indeed. hada ery hand- 
fome Wile, but very Jiltifh, and fuppos’d to be very kind to the 
Perfon that fet her up; who when he had once gratified his Luft ata 
great expence, vexing at his Folly when he had coold his Courage ; re- 
folv’d, like a true Letcher, to turn his Luft that could not laft, into a 
Revenge that fhould; and accordingly brought Ruine upon the whole 
Family ; the Husband running away to Ire/avd, leaving the poor Wo- 
man to fhift for her felf, with nothing but what God fent her; which 
fhe has fince trufted into the Hands of a Draper, but what ufe he makes 
of it, you may eafily Judge. Truly faid I, I commend the Woman 
for trufting what her Husband left her with, in the hands of fuch a 
Trader, = 3 when he is never fo muth tired with her, cannot at laft, 
without great difhonour to the Linnen-Drapers Trade, leave her with- 
out a Smock to her back: Which is very commonly the Fate of Wo- 
men who unhappily enter into fuch Illegal Contraéts. 


From thence, like Roving Pirats, who coveted no Harbour, we fail’d 
about we cared not whither, till meer accident, and our own motion, 
without fhaping any Courfe, brought us into a ftreet which both my 
Friend and my felf were equally ftrangers to, in which we efpyed a very 
fumptuous Tabernacle, by its being built fo. diltiaguifhable from the Houfe 
of the Lord, according to the Form of Solomons-Temple, that we were 
very defirous of knowing which of the Buzzing Sectaries made ufe of 
it for a Hive, wherein to work (with fear and trembling) the Combs 
of their Devotion, which I very much fear’d yeilded more Wax than 
Honey; and meeting in our way with a down-right honeft fort of a Fellow, 
I ask’d him, What he call’d that ftreet? He told me, Pevitent-ftreet? J 
ask’d him further, If be knew any peculiar reafon why tt was fo Chriften’d? 
who anfwer’d me very roughly, Becaufe it was built, he fuppos’d, for 
a parcel of deep Sinners to live in, and they call’d it by that Name, to put "em 
in mind of Repentance. Who does this Meeting belong to? faid I, Awicked 
Congregation, fays the Fellow :Prithee, faid J, whos their..Ieacher ?.. The 
Devil, Sir, fays he. I mean, faid 1, Who is it that Preaches, or holds forth 
here? Ob ho, fays my Refpondent, wow I overftand yee : Why they call him: 
Ca—{a—[a ca—lamanca Dottor, I think, fays he; or by fuch kind of a hard 
Name, which I cann’t remember ; tho I have feen him andheard him often; 
but as for my part, he does fo whine when he fpeaks, that I had as live hear a 
Cacon Crom, as hear him Preach; and as for bis Face, on my Confcience, I 7” 
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be has « Chia to’t as long as the handle of my Pick-ax: Honeft. Friend, {aid I, 
I thank’ yee, we'll trouble you no further, for I know the man ‘well enough by 
your Defcription, Goodebuy toyou.. Nay, {aid I to my Companion, fince my 
old Acquaintance, the Dottor, has fallen fo luckily in. my Way, accor- 


ding to my old Cuftom I muft give him a Tafte of my kindnefs.
